T he case for keeping univei'sity fees to a level i 
which roost students are able to afford, even if 
Jt means taking summer jobs, will have the whole¬ 
hearted support of most Canadians. 

The need for education is undoubted, and In the 
jpresent economy it is not sound that any youngster 
«t promise should be denied the goal of higher 
beaming. ‘ 

At the same time there must be some sacrifice 
entailed if universities are not going to be cluttered 
with those who have no academic propensity but are 
accepting the halls of learning as the thing to do. 

The proposal by Premier Smallwood of Newfound¬ 
land that university education will be provided free 
in that province and later that students-will be paid 
salaries, will be suspect if only because it could 
attract the drones to the honeypot as well as the 
working bees. 

Further, if students are to be paid for the 
privil^e of learning, then surely the taxpayers who 
foot the bill will demand something in return from 
the student when he becomes an income producer. 

This might well be in state controlled fees for 
lawyers, doctors, dentists and other professional men 
who make charges on the public for their services. 
The old argument that professional fees have to go 
Up because of the increased costs of acquiring gradu¬ 
ation would disappear. 

Under such circumstances, doctors, for instance, 
could hardly complain if they are taken over as 
servants of the state- 

Indeed the whole Smallwood concept is too 
similar to the Soviet policy of placing all in the hands 
of the state to make any general appeal to those who 
Tike the Canadian way of life. 

; It is possible however that present means of 
ensuring that lack of money is not a barrier to 
;higher education could be improved. 

• In addition to the numerous scholarships open 
Ho the bright students, a more general availability of 
Jeither i interest-tree or low interest loans repa>«bie 
from post-graduate earnings would be of great 
assistance. 

• Fees too should be kept within the level at which 
Hhe able-bodied student can earn them during the 
ynonths when colleges are closed. 

If these conditions are met the student can 
preserve his independence and self respect, which he 
might not be able to do as a salaried servant of his 
university or college. 

Deplorable 

T he Fow ler committee In its I'ecent report on the 
CBC had some biting commentaries to offer on 
the pre^ramming practices of the crown breadcasting 
corporation, including the statement that it was 
mentally immature. The television skit presented last 
Sunday on the eve of the Pope's visit to this hemi¬ 
sphere will confirm in most minds the accuracy of 
this assessment. 

To include the Reman Pontiff in a facetious ploy 
of so-called satire that invited him to umpire a base¬ 
ball game while in New York was not only in the 
worst of taste but infantile into the bargain. 

What was more, It would be utterly offensive to 
millions in this country to whom the Pope is a deeply 
levered figure, and depored by countless others of 
differing faith. It was also a damning indictment of 
the philosophy that governs the outlook of those 
responsible. 

There can be no excuse at ail for making light 
In any vein 'Of the grave mission that impelled the 
Pepe's appearance before the United Nations in the 
quest for universal peace, against which such CBC 
practice pales into ignominy. It is no wonder the CBC's 
switchboaid was inundat^ with numerous calls of 
justified protest. The producers and program directora 
of this unsavory episode should hang their heads in 
shame; in fact if this is a measure of thgir quality 
they should be sent packing. 

News of the nature of this skit will have gone 
across the Atlantic to many lands, and a poor image 
indeed this creates for Canada and its government- 
owned broadcasting system. It was nothing short of 
an insult to the Pontiff himself, la nothing sacred to 
llhese smart-alecs who cun riot at the expense of the 
Canadian taxpayer and his collective reputation? 

; The CBC was designed to project the Canadian 
ethos; that is the only reason for its existence. In this 
regrettable instance it has let the country down badly 
and should apologize publicly for such ill-advised 
presentation. 

Man of Stature 

Q iiartty has produced some pretty fine Canadians 
over the years; statesmen, jurists, artists and 
military men, teachers, preachers and hockey players. 
They run the whole gamut of distinction, and have 
contrilMted immensely to our national honor, culture 
pnd dignity. 

One of them is Mr. Claude Wagner, the attor- 
k>ey-general in Mr. Jean Lesage's cabinet. 

; Mr. Wagner first imprMsed the nation — and 
jUicidentally risked his political career in the pixx.-ess 
•^when he reacted with courage and detei'mination 
to the threats of anarchists, separatists and hooligans 
against the dignity, even the life, of Queen Elizabeth. 
He sent the Queb^ Provincial Police smashing into 
the lanks of demonstrators who were shouting obscen¬ 
ities at Her Majesty. Backed by Quebec city poUcemen 
and the RCMP, the forces of the law quelled this 
most ugly and reprehensible demonstration. 

There was an outcry against Mr. Wagner. But 
he was not cowed. 

Since that time he has gained in statuie by his 
outspoken criticism of "the bird-brained anarchists 
who often make fools and tools of well-intentioned 
young people,” as he puts it. And he has condemned 
Ihe multitude of leagues of "do-gooders” for the 
fcentling of the criminal. 

I Now he is engaged in a war against the Quebec 
underworld: in particuiax- the arson and bankruptcy 
organizers. 

Already police have discovered five bodies—and 
there may be more, the attorney-general says—of 
potentiiu witnesses against the crime syndicates; men 
■lain to stop their mouths. 

; Tlie murders are part of the pattern of reaction 
•gainst Mr. Wagner’s campaign to destroy the undcr- 
•world powers. They are the acts of desperate men. 
iConfronted by such a man as Mr. Wagner they have 
icause for dMperation.

The Soviet Union has appealed to the Lebanese govern¬ 
ment to ailow a ahipment of apples to go to Russia wttich 
were described as only suitable for pigs. 

Russia had contracted to buy the apple from x private 
grower here, hut the deal was scotched by the Lebanese 
Fruit Office, a r|ua.«i-govemment agency. The explanation 
was that the apples were inferior. 


The docisliin. Irowevcr, has been ronteste'd by the Soviet, 
trade attache here, who iicrsonally appealed in the diirclor- 
genefal of the fruit office. Rafik Khazan, In allow ghi|iment. 

Khazan reportedly told Ui^ nu.siiian: 

“These apples which you insist we allow lieing shipped 
to your country are wfiat we usually feed our pigs with, We 
do not want to give your people such ajiplcs because we are 
anxious to matnuin a good reputation for our fruits." 


The Russian trade attache, however, appeared to be more 
concerned about his job rather than the quabty nf the 
apples. 

"We are doing a good .iuh hy buying these apples directly 
from the producer, he told Khazan, “We ask you tn approve 
the shipment ' 

For the Lebanese government, ever sensitive to Interna¬ 
tional nuances, the apfilc affair could raise a delicate diplo 
malic dilemma. 

If It gave in to the Soviet a|)|>Ait it might later be 
criticized for tacitly agreeing that Lebanon a pig fodder was 
suitable for the Russian dinner table.
